DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/21/09 
has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 20-38 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, alone, or in combination, fails to teach or render obvious, "the storage medium 
comprising a flexible diaphragm borne by a frame laterally, delimiting a plurality of cells, 
at least one micro-tip being associated with each cell, the flexible diaphragm comprises 
two free faces parallel to the plane", in combination with the other limitations set forth in 
claim 20. 

Claims 21-38 are dependent upon the allowed base claim.
